Voting with the majority were 
Virginia H. Cole, William A, 
Doherty and Dr. Richard Katz, 
Chairman Galbiati recorded his 
opposition, but Frederick Fitze 
gerald cast the only official nega= 
tive vote, 

Both Supt, Edward I, Erickson 
and Asst, Supt, Vaughn Clapp ad= 
vised the board against addition 
now of a nursery year to the 
public school program, evenonthe 
voluntary basis suggested by the 
chairman, Their arguments were 
reinforced by opinions of William 
H. Harding, principal of Pike 
School, who appeared at the re- 
quest of Dr, Galbiati to discuss 
the advantages of giving youngsters 
an early start on their education, 

Harding oversees a nursery pro= 
gram at the local independent 
school he administers, In his pre= 
pared statement, however, he 
pointed out that generalizations 
applying to Pike’s experience with 
four-year~olds might not be a 
valid basis for action in public

New Law 


To Affect 
Students 


‘*Motor vehicles registered out 
of state and driven by non-re~ 
sidents enrolled as students in 
Massachusetts must be identified 
by a decal displayed on the upper 
center of the windshield,’ Re= 
gistrar Richard E, McLaughlin 
said today, The new law governing 
non-resident student motorists be= 
comes effective on Nov. 27. 

“This is another step forward 
in identifying and locating drivers 
and motor vehicles using Massae 
chusetts highways and, in cases of 
accidents and violations, will 
greatly facilitate investigations by 
the Registry and police depart= 
ments,” he said, 

The Registrar explained that 
non-resident students at our 
schools and colleges who drive 
out-of-state registered vehicles 
for more than 30 days in the aggre= 
gate in the Commonwealth between 
Sept. 1 and Aug. 31 of the following 
year must file a statement in tri- 
plicate under penalties of perjury 
with the police department where 
the school or college is located, 
The police department will send 
one copy to the Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles and one copy to the stu= 
dent*s school or college which will 
then issue a numbered or lettered 
decal to the student and compile 
and maintain a register on such 
students, A fine is provided of not 
more than $50 for students who fail 
to file and not more than $100 for 
schools and colleges for each 
offense, Forms are available at 
schools and colleges. 

The statement seeks the follow= 
ing information: registration 
number and make of the motor 
vehicle and state or country of re= 
gistration, name and address of 
owner,. names and addresses of 
all insurers providing liability in= 
surance covering operation, legal 
residence and residence of student 
while attending school or college 
and name and address of the school 
or college attended,

demands of the schedule,”® Second= 
ly, he said, Pike reserves the 
right to insist that parents with= 
draw children if it becomes clear 
they are not ready for the ex= 
perience, a prerogative the school 
has exercised, 

Harding, said that the purpose of 
the class at Pike is to prepare 
children for academic work, adding 
that it has been the experience 
there ‘‘that a child who has had a 
sound nursery school experience 
is, in fact, better able to begin 
reading and number work at the 
kindergarten only one year later,”* 

Continuing, Harding said that 
**An evaluation of the nursery ex= 
perience makes it clear that. the 
children benefit.*® He added 
however, that the degree of benefit 
is not at all clear. Harding said 
they are sure at Pike that there is 
carry<over beyond the four<year= 
old level and that the influence of 
the early start has some bearing 
on the degree of success of the 
individual child at least through 
the first grade. In the later dis-= 
cussion, he went on to say that by 
the third or fourth grade most 
youngsters who have not had the 
advantage of a four-year-old pro= 
gram catch up, 

The private school educator con= 
cluded his formal statement with 
the following comment: ‘‘Whether 
or not Andover would provide the 
best laboratory for the(four-year= 
old) experiment or can afford the 
expenditure of manpower alone on 
this phase of education must ul= 
timately rest with the decision of 
the School Committee and the 
voters. My personal opinion would 
be that the emphasis might well be 
placed in already proven, but 
needy, academic areas <thattime, 
energies and ultimately the voters’ 
cash be applied to ease existing 
problems and further strengthen 
the academic, social and physical 
programs offered to the older 
boys and girls.”” 

Dr, Galbiati triggered the dis= 
cussion by proposing a motion to 
authorize implementation of a pilot 
Early Bird program and asking 
that someone introduce it, Fre= 
derick Fitzgerald complied and 
Committeeman Doherty made the 
second, Mrs. Cole proposed at 
one point an amendment tabling 


»the question, but this was opposed 


by Fitzgerald and Doherty, Doherty 
finally made the amendment which 
established the study committee, 

In the discussion with Mr. 
Harding, Chairman Galbiati re# 
ferred to the opinion of Benjamin 
S. Bloom, professor of education 
at the University of Chicago, that 
general intelligence appears to 
develop as much from conception 
to the age of four as it does in 
the 14 years from four to 18, to 
which the Pike School principal 
replied that ‘A good deal of that 
side of the argument is based on 
hyphotheses not yet proved,”” 

Administrators Erickson and 
Clapp discussed practicalities 
rather than theory in presenting 
their views, 

Supt. Erickson said that it was 
difficult for him to oppose the

committee chairman ‘‘because I 
know how strongly he feels,’® but 
he said ‘‘I honestly feel that with 
present demands for space etc., 
I cannot be enthusfastic.’® He added 
however, that he thought the door 
should not be closed, 

Discussing feasibility, Asst. 
Supt. Clapp said that the first 
problem would be to get teachers 
trained to handle four-year olds. 
Colleges are just beginning to 
train specialists in this field, he 
said, 

He added that it would be diffi- 
cult to tackle an Early Bird pro= 
gram now when our elementary 
schools are deeply involved with 
an examination of their educa= 
tional philosophy and when the town 
has just made a long range commit= 
ment to an individual progress 
program. 

It was Clapp who presented the 
financial statistics, He told the 
board it would cost about $10,000 
per room, exclusive of transporta= 
tion, to offer a program for four= 
year-olds and he estimated that it 
would require an annual salary 
budget of about $128,000 a year to 
provide classes for the four-year= 
old population in Andover, Invest= 
ment of another $30,000 to $40,000 
for supplies would be required in 
the first year and about $10,000 
on an annual basis, Transporta= 
tion, he estimated, would run about 
$20,000 to $30,000, 

The total annual operating cost 
would approximate $200,000 he 
said, adding that he could not 
estimate the cost of providing 
classroom space, 

To Dr. Galbiati’s comment of 
**T think we have to start some= 
where,”’® Clapp replied: ‘‘If some= 
thing like this is done, I don’t 
know who is going to do it, I know 
I don’t have time,”* 

Dr, Katz wondered aloud if the 
people of Andover would be of a 
mind to raise the tax rate $2 just 
for a program for four-year-olds 
to which the chairman responded 
that if parents felt the program 
was good, they would likely sup=- 
port it. ‘‘Two dollars,’® he said, 
“fis a small part of the tax rate 
. . . if it makes the difference 
between a good school system and 
a poor one,’® Unless we start on 
a pilot basis, he said, we will 
never know what we should do, 

Mrs, Cole told the chairman that 
it is her impression that the public 
is opposed to an Early Bird Pro= 
gram at this time and said she 
believes the public should begiven 
time to register an opinion, She 
reminded Galbiati that he was much 
in favor of soliciting public opinion 
on the A Better Chance program 
when it was proposed and said that 
she felt he should take the same 
position on the Early Bird issue,

Congress Contemplates Subsidizing Disaster 
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Editorial Comment 


Too Early A Bird 


The School Committee has laid to rest, for the time 
being, the proposal of Chairman Louis Galbiati that An- 
dover initiate the first four-year-old public school program 
in the Commonwealth. 

By the end of the discussion at Tuesday’s School 
Committee meeting, Dr. Galbiati stood virtually alone in 
his insistance that administrators should ready a pilot 
Early Bird program for introduction here. Even his expert 
witness, Headmaster William Harding from Pike School, 
offered the personal opinion that school department ‘‘time, 
energies and ultimately, the voters’ cash, he applied to 
ease existing problems. . .’”’ 

The committee majority wisely settled the matter by 
voting to give a sub-committee one year to study the 
desirability and feasibility of offering a pre-school year 
to four-year-olds. 

Dr. Galbiati’s ambitions for Andover’s school system 
are laudable, but he was premature with his proposal for 
an Early Bird program. Even if time and experimentation 
prove to the satisfaction of expert educators that a 13th 
year of school has long-range advantages for youngsters, 
this community must rack up some other accomplishments 
before it gets involved. 

When our present system is dynamic throughout, and 
abreast of the times, we can begin to think of expansion. 
Andover is only just beginning to move in the direction of 
an individual progress or non-graded elementary program, 
even though this approach to education is well established 
in many public school systems around the country. The 
use of team teaching as a devise for effective utilization 
of teaching talent ‘and programs to encourage independent 
study by students are techniques for education that are 
still in the experimental stages in our public school 
system. Good as our schools are, they are far from the 
ultimate. 

The public will undoubtedly support the resolve of our 
school administrators to give breadth to the 12-year pro- 
eram now offered Andover youngsters. They could have 
made headlines with a recommendation that Andover be- 
come an Early Bird pacesetter, but they would not have 
made sense. 


Keeping Young 


A great many things die in autumn and some hibernate, 
but fall is the season of creation too. 

There is no other time of year when it is half so satis- 
fying to organize, to get something going, to give birth, 
and so, invariably, as temperatures drop, aspirations bring 
forth new committees, study groups, clubs and other forms 
of life that are dependent upon enthusiasm for their 
existence. 

Many such organizations are ill-fated, of course. Mence 
it is an appropriate season for repeating a list of sugges- 
tions for organizational survival once drafted by John 
Gardner, now U. S. Secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 

If they are to achieve longevity, new born groups must, 
said Sec. Gardner: 

@ Be able to recruit and develop talent effectively. 

® Be a hospitable place for ideas. 

® "lave built-in provisions for self-criticism. 

@ Have the fluidity to change structures established for 
reasons that no longer exist. 

® "lave an adequate system of internal communication. 

@ "ave some means of combating the process by which 
rules books get fatter and ideas fewer. 

® ‘ave a way of preventing vested interests from caus- 
ing constriction and progressive atrophy. 

e Be interested in what it is going to be, much more 
than what it was. 

@ Make it clear to its members that what they do really 
matters. 

It is a formula that could just as easily be used by 
eovernments, and the agencies they spawn, as a check 
list for detecting signs of bureaucratic hardening of the 
arteries.

Congress seems on the verge 
of subsidizing disaster. 

For some reason, the common 
sense observation that any house 
built on a flood plain certainly 
will be flooded seems to have 
escaped the wisdom of the U, S, 
Senate, By its definition, a flood= 
prone or flood-plain area is land 
that a river flows over at some 
season, It is not unusual for a house 
built in a flood plain to be flooded 
seven times in fourteen years, In 
fact, many of them are reasonably 
safe only in drought years, 

Due to the inevitable loss, 
private insurance companies are 
wary of flood insurance, While itis 
true that a house may burn the day 
after a fire insurance policy has 
been written, it is unlikely, But a 
house in a flood plain is a different 
matter, It is certain to be flooded 
before enough premiums can be 
collected to offset the risk. 

Since private companies are un= 
willing to squander assets on cer= 
tain. losses, the U. S,. Senate 
recently passed a plan for govern= 
ment-subsidized flood insurance, 
It would underwrite private flood 
insurance by subsidizing pre= 


miums and meeting ‘‘catastrophic 
losses” in areas that have suffered 
flood damage in the past. U. S. 
Sen, Harrison A, Williams of New 
Jersey, sponsor, described the 
plan as filling ‘ta serious gap in 
insurance protection for residents 
of flood-prone areas,”” 

The Wall Street Journal was 
more frank in viewing the bill as 
promoting low-cost housing devel= 
opments in flood plains, The 
Providence Journal, which saw 
‘‘much merit in the plan’’, asked 
why the new law does not contain 
stiffer regulations ‘‘than a plea to 
‘discourage’ new building in flood= 
prone areas? Why should the 
federal government undertake to 
help meet the losses of reckless 
builders, many of whom know per= 
fectly well the risks they face in 
putting structures in reach of 
normal flooding?’’

overlook the fact that it is not 
dollars but humans that live in the

Atherosclerosis Is No.1 Killer In U.S. 


J. Warren Harthorne, M.D.

Massachusetts General Hospital 

The major cause of death 
and disability in North America 
today continues to be “‘hardening 
of the arteries’’., This process, or 
atherosclerosis as it is more 
scientifically known, probably be- 
gins in most people at birth, or 
even before, and may affect any or 
all of the arteries of the body. The 
arteries are blood vessels through 
which oxygen-laden blood is 
carried from the heart to various 
organs and parts of the body after 
it has been ‘‘purified’® by passage 
through the lungs, 

Much is known in a descriptive 
way about this disease, but the 
underlying cause and the means 
of avoiding atherosclerosis con= 
tinues to elude scientific inves= 
tigators despite extensive re= 
search, As the atherosclerotic 
process progresses, the lining 
membrane of the involved artery 
becomes thickened and various 
fatty substances are deposited 
within the arterial wall beneath 
it, This tends to occur at first in 
patches and affects various 
arteries throughout the body to 
different degrees, 

The opening of the artery be= 
comes progressively narrowed-as 


the local accumulation of fat and 
thickening of the inner lining 
develops, These lesions may occur 
singly or may coalesce to produce 
long sections of irregularly nar- 
rowed arteries, They tend to occur 
in areas of more turbulent blood 
flow, as where vessels branch; 
they are more common in people 
with diabetes, high blood pressure, 
elevated blood cholesterol, or a 
family history of arterial disease; 
they occur more frequently in 
smokers than innon=smokers, The 
condition may begin in early child= 
hood and progress slowly through= 
out adolescence and adult life, 

Although the condition begins to 
develop at an early age, it seldom 
produces symptoms until it leads 
to critical reduction or actual 
blockage of a vessel lumen, The 
nature of the symptoms which may 
develop from atherosclerosis de= 
pends entirely on the vessels af= 
fected and the severity of the 
arterial narrowing, Not infre- 
quently, a marked degree of 
arterial narrowing may be found 
at autopsy which did not produce 
any symptoms during life, An ex- 
amination of the hearts of a large 
number of American casualties of 
the Korean conflict gave visible 
evidence of atherosclerosis of the 
coronary- arteries. -in- 70% -with a 


severe degree of atherosclerotic 
narrowing in 20% despite an aver= 
age age of only 22 years and the 
absence of any symptoms, 

As the narrowing of the vessel 
progresses, a variety of symptoms 
may develop depending upon the 
area of the body affected, Involve= 
ment of the head vessels may 
produce dizziness, speech pro= 
blems or stroke; involvement of 
the heart or coronary vessels may 
be associated with recurrent chest 
pain (angina) or result in irre= 
versible damage to a portion of the 
heart as with a ‘‘heart attack’’; 
involvement of the vessels to the 
legs frequently results in muscle 
cramps which occur with walking; 
involvement of the arteries to the 
kidneys may be associated with a 
form of high blood pressure, 
Diseases of the heart and circula= 
tory system now claim nearly one 
million American lives per year 
and the annual cost to the economy 
is estimated to be several billion 
dollars, :
